THE ENEVITABLE 

However unwelcome, the announce- 
ment that Canada’s deficit for the past 
year amounts to $75,000,000 carries no 
shock of surprise. Those who have paid 
any attention to the trade returns, and 
other indicators of the influence of the 
depression upon govermment finances, 
have been prepared for some such report. 


A drop of ninety-one millions in reve- 


nue explains the shortage. Canadians 
bought less abroad, and hence paid less 
eustoms du Th bought less home 
products upon which excise taxation is 
collected, and the income from that source 
went down. So all along the line, with the 
sole exception of the income tax, which 
was collected on incomes earned in the 
piping times of 1929, and thus showed an 
increase.

PASSING ON” THE DAELFICIT 
Premier Bennett evidently does not 
agree with President Hoover that pros- 
perity is just around the corner, or he 
thinks we have some way to go before 
the corner is reached, That is the con- 


clusion to be drawn from his policy of in- 


creesing taxation to meet the slump in 
Dominion revenue 

If, as we have been told, this is the 
worst depression that ever struck the 


country, this is necessarily the péorest of 
all times to impose heavier taxation and 
thereby force the cost of living upward. 
Yet that is the policy of which the budget 
proposals are the detailed items. 

The inference is plain. If the Ministers 
supposed the situation likely to clear dur- 
ing the summer they would hardly resort 
to a course which must make conditions 
har der for great numbers of people who 
are already struggling for an existence, 
an i which cannot be supposed to be pop- 
ular 

Last year’s deficit came upon the 
country like the cost of maintaining our 
army in France; there was no way of es- 
caping it. It was an unusual occurrence, 
brought on by forces beyond control of 
Canada or its government. The common- 
ly accepted way of meeting unusual 
situations, other than trade depressions, 
is to capitalize the cost by adding it to 
the public debt and leaving the tax-payers 
to fight the adverse conditions with all the 
resources at their disposal. 

The Government has adopted the other 
course. Instead of “‘absorbing"’ the deficit, 
it is passing this along to the taxpayers 
immediately.

cern to the average citizen if it did not in- 
volve increased taxation, and increased 
taxation of a kind likely to affect him 
either as a direct taxpayer or in his living 
expenses. 

The general tariff revision is again de- 
ferred, so it is stated. But there are 
changes affecting some 200 articles, most 
if not all these changes being upward. In 
many cases the British preferential tariff 
remains unchanged, while the intermed- 
iate and general rates are raised. Since 
the general policy of the Government is 
to keep out goods which compete with 
home products, the inference is that these 
are commodities which we import largely 
from foreign countries, but do not import 
in important. quantities from other parts 
of the Empire. 

The sales tax is raised from one pet 
cent to four per cent; an increase in the 
tax itself of three hundred per cent, and 
of three per cent on the value of the arti- 
cle affected. This is a tax imposed on 
sales of all sorts of commodities and will 
react at once to increase prices, to the dis- 
advantage of consumers but without bene- 
fit to the dealer, 

The letter postage rate goes up again 
to three cents, while newspapers are sub- 
ject to an increase in postage which may 
reflect in higher subscription rates to sub- 
scribers. The increase in the letter rate is 


fifty per cent, and brings this up to the 
war time level.

Stocks of Tea on Hand 
Will Counteract Tariff 
Raise Awhile 


A survey of opinion among the 
managers of the larger retail stores 
in the city elicits the information that 


generally they do not think there will 
be any immediate effect of the in- 
creased sales tax upon the purchasing 
public, There will undoubtedly be an 
effect on prices later on, but it may 
not, even then, be felt very much by 
the public 

The case was very ably stated by 
Mr. Cecil Sutherland, manager of 
the Johnstone Walker Co., who said 
that the advance has been expected 
and steps have been taken by retailers 
to protect their patrons, For that 
reason there will be no immediate 
variation or increase in price, 

FELT IN FALL 

There will be an effect upon the 
fall prices, bu there again the public 
will be hardly likely to feel the varia- 
tion, for this reason, said Mr, Suther- 
land: A considerable drop in values is 
expected in the fall, This decrease in 
value will take care of any price iIn- 
crease, and hence it will not be noticed 
by the public, 

At the same time, sald Mr. ‘Suther- 
land, it must not be overlooked: that 
if the increase in the sales tax had 
not been put on, the public would 
have reaped the advantage of the 
lowered prices in the fall 

A. F. Little, manager of the Hud- 
son's Bay company, also expressed the 
opinion that the buying public will 
not be seriously affected by the in- 
crease in the tax, and similar opinions 
were given by officials of the T, Eaton 
Co,, and C, Woodward Ltd, 

COAL SUBSIDY 

“The subsidy tor Canadian coal is 
going to be a great help in establish- 
ing the mevket for Alberta coal,” said 
Howard Stutchbury, Alberta Trade 
Commissioner, “I am looking to ser 
Alberta coal recapture the whole of 
the Winnipeg market that has been 
lost to coke, This will be assisted by 
the increase of duty upon imported 
coke 

“This anticipated stimulus of the 
Alberta coal trade industry should 
have a very favorable effect in pro- 
viding employment, Many of those 
miners who have been unemployed for 
S60 tong should get a chance to start 
again if a determined effort is made 
to place Alberta coal on the eastern 
market,” 

TEA TO GO UP 

Tariff increases on tea of four cents 
on the British product and eight cents 
on foreign tea will not affect the 
buying price of the product in Ed- 
monton for the next two months or 
80, according to a statement made 
Tuesday by Mr. McCarthy, manager 
of the National Blend Tea and Coffee 
Company, 

“The majority of the merchants 
here have a stock on hand which will 
meet the demand for the next two 
months or so, After that, it is likely 
that the price of tea in Edmnoton will 
be Jumped by about four or five cents,” 
he stated 

The tariff on British tea was form- 
erly seven cents, but this was taken 
off, suid Mr. McCarthy, The tariff of 
10 cents has always remained on for- 
eign tea, Merchants had figured that 
the seven cents would go back on the 
British product, and they therefore 
prepared themselves for this, he de- 
clared, 


FI ying Fur, Man Is 
Visitor Here Today 


A flying fur man reached the city 
Sunday night in the person of Joseph 
E. Agnew, general manager of the 
Seattle Fur Exchange, who will leave 
Edmonton Tuesday on a flight which 
will carry him as far north as Aklavik 
In the interests of his business, Mr 
Agnew ts himself a licensed pilot, but 
will not fly a plane north himself. 

Referring to the fur trade, Mr 
Agnew sald that prices were low but 
that there was a good demand for 
furs, “That is more than you can say
